and & corn loan extension is expected te be snaounced later cn. Laonri 
relesees cui bs written on the kind of bins farmers must have for acceptehle 
fara storage, and other features of the loan programa as they affect the 
Locsl situation, It can also be pointed cut thet leans are varé of the -ver- 
Normal Granary and are designed to protect farmers from low prices by emitling 
thea to market crops in & more orderiy mauner, leans also enahie farmers te 
store grain ia areas where it is produced, making it avallatie fur future age 
as seed and feed, The effects which foreign influences have on the domestic 
market, such as the current war, are algo legsened by loans,

Success Story--For getting haman interest, nothing 4a mere avecessful than 
tue success story itself, Recently such a story was put out in Tennessee in 
regard to the results of lime and phosphate, ani a similar ons could probably 
be found in communities whers there materials have been used for a yoar or 
two under the AAA erant of aid vrogren. 


This, in brief, was the story: ‘A Tennessse farmer bought 126 acres 
of waste lend, part of a 4,000-acre tract that had been held by oze family 
ja pre-Civil War days, Under farming methods prevailing them, the owaser 
cropped a field until production went down end then moved on to 2 newLy 
cleared field. The l25-nere tract hed growm up to briars and bushes aad 
bad been badly eroded. The farmer cleared the lend for pastures and epriiead 
200 pounds of 45 percent supsrphoschate per acre, While evidence of former 
Srosion demege and galled spots are still visible, 60 head of steers and 
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3 several head of workstock were unable to keep the g-asses and clover grazed 
| down laet sumer.

land was purchased for $30 an acre in 193] and the profite from one herd of

Such stories have a strong appe2., and they can be used in many ways 
to iliustrate the value of applying these scil~building materiale, Many 
farmere who have been sable to use lime sad superphosphate as grante of asic 
will no doubt have similar experisnces o relate.

of the 1941 program, point ont some of the atvantages of crop insurance, using 
the experience of farmers wic had orop Lessee thia year and received indemuities, 
Income which farmers received througa having ineursanse could de totaled on a 
etate and county besis, A fermer could tell of hia own loar, what aaveed Lt, the 
encunt of hie indemnity, whats he used 1% for, and other varticulars.

auced food supply. In communities where groupe can those products 
cooperatively, good shote will protably be available,
